Tho  general  birth  rate  for  the  County  for  1938  was  1-1.7  births  per  1,000 
of  population  as  compared  with  11.8  births  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 
In  the  urban  districts  the  birth-rate  was  15.9,  a decrease  of  0.1  per  1,000 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  the  rural  district  the  birth-rate  figure 
was  13.5  compared  with  11.1  in  the  previous  year.  Tho  birth-rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  popidation.  Illegitimate 
births  in  the  county  numbered  168,  an  increase  of  11. 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1938  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  3,087, 
a decrease  on  the  previous  year  of  350.  The  death  rate  was  10.0. 

Of  the  principal  causes  of  death  the  following  showed  decreases  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year: — Heart  Disease  795  (799),  Cancer  192  (519), 
Bronchitis  82  (151),  Pneumonia  176  (190),  Influenza  51  (173).  Tuberculosis, 
all  forms,  127  (166).  Cerebral  haemorrhage  showed  an  increase,  181  (165). 

There  were  6 deaths  from  Measles,  5 from  Whooping  Cough,  9 from 
Diarrhoea,  1 from  Enteric  Fever,  2 from  Scarlet  Fever,  7 from  Diphtheria, 
3 from  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  5 from  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  fell  10.1  per  1,000  births  in  1937  to  32.2  in  the 
year  under  review.  In  Urban  districts  the  rate  was  31.6  and  in  the  Rural 
districts  29.5  per  1,000  births. 

These  rates  compared  favourably  with  the  rate  of  53  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  among  illegitimate  children 
was  53.6  compared  with  15.1  in  1937.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Clinical  Material. — There  is  a small  laboratory  fitted  up  in  the  County 
Health  Department  principally  for  the  examination  of  sputa  and  other 
material  connected  with  the  tuberculosis  work  of  the  County.  Occasional 
samples  of  water  and  other  materials  are  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Kesearch 
Association  for  analysis  and  examination. 

Milk. — Samples  of  milk  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  are  taken  by  the  Chief  Inspector 
and  his  staff  and  submitted  to  ihe  National  Institute  for  Eesearch  in 
Dairying,  Shinfield,  near  Reading,  for  bacteriological  examinations  and 
biological  tests. 

Food  and  Drugs. — Sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Inspector’s 
department  and  materials  are  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst, 
Eric  Voelcker,  Stuart  House,  1,  Tudor  Street,  London,  E.C. 


(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  the  transport  of  the  sick  and  first-aid  treatment  and  transport  of 
accident  cases  an  excellent  motor  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the 
Bucks  Joint  Committee  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society. 

The  Committee  has  provided  20  modern  ambulances,  and  the  L.M.S. 
Railway  continues  to  maintain  an  ambulance  at  Wolverton  which  is  affiliated 
to  the  county  service.  Each  ambulance  is  in  the  charge  of  a local  ambulance 
division  and  in  seven  cases  is  assisted  by  a local  Committee. 

There  are  now  22  men’s  detachments  and  13  women’s  detachments  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  13  woman’s  detachments  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  in  the  County. 

For  the  transport  of  cases  in  the  southern  half  of  the  County  suffering 
from  puerperal  pyrexia  or  puerperal  fever  or  ophthalmia  neonatorum  the 
excellent  ambulance  service  of  the  London  County  Council  is  used.  For 
cases  in  other  parts  of  the  County  the  nearest  local  ambulance  service  is 
made  use  of.  This  also  applies  frequently  for  the  transport  of  maternity 
cases. 


(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Nursing  in  the  home  is  generally  organised  throughout  the  County  by 
the  Buckinghamshire  Nursing  Federation,  to  which  are  affiliated  78  local 
Nursing  Associations,  employing  101  district  nurses.  The  objects  of  the 
Federation  were  set  out  fully  in  a previous  Report.  In  addition  there  are 
3 Local  Nursing  Associations  employing  11  District  Nurses  which  are 
independent  and  not  affiliated  to  the  Federation. 


(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

A full  description  of  these  was  furnished  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930. 
No  further  change,  as  reported  last  year,  has  occurred. 


(e)  HOSPITALS. 

Voluntary  Hospitals. — In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1930  a 
complete  list  of  hospitals,  general  and  special,  serving  the  needs  of  this 
County  was  published.  There  appears  to  be  no  change  in  the  facilities 
provided,  but  largo  extensions  at  the  Royal  Bucks  Hospital,  Aylesbury, 
have  been  completed.  These  extensions  provides  an  additional  35  beds 
including  a fully  equipped  labour  room,  a special  out-patients’  department, 
additional  kitchen  and  store  room,  and  essential  additions  to  the  nurses’ 
home. 
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Public  Assistance  Institution  Infirmaries. — Under  the  heading  of 
Poor  Law  Institutions  a full  explanation  of  the  difliculties  of  carrying  into 
effect  appropriation  of  any  institution  or  part  thereof,  was  given  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1930.

The  County  Council  continue  to  maintain  a large  number  of  defectives 
in  other  approved  institutions  outside  the  County  and  in  1938  43  males  and 
41  females  were  being  maintained  in  IG  such  institutions.  Of  these  6 males 
and  4 females  were  detained  in  the  State  Institution  at  Hampton. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  little  variation  in  the  number  of  cases 
placed  either  under  guardianship  or  under  statutory  supervision.  In  the 
former  category  there  were  20  males  and  37  females  and  in  latter  87  males 
and  71  females. 


Five  males  and  throe  females  died  during  the  year.  It  was  necessary 
to  transfer  one  female  to  the  County  Mental  Hospital. 


On  the  31st  December,  1938,  there  were  on  the  Eegister  of  the  Statutory 
Committee  269  males  and  300  females,  making  the  total  number  of  cases  .569.

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During  the  year  petitions  wore  presented  in  19  cases  and  all  (11  male 
and  8 female)  were  detained  under  order  in  certified  institutions. 

In  addition  one  male  was  admitted  to  a certified  institution  by  Orders 
made  under  s.  8 of  the  Act  by  Courts  of  Summary  Jurisdiction. 

Varying  orders  were  made  under  Section  7 (1)  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Act,  1913,  for  the  transfer  of  one  female  who  had  become  unsuitable  for 
guardianship  care  to  a certified  institution,  and  under  the  Mental  Deficiency 
(Amendment)  Act,  1925,  for  the  transfer  of  three  males  and  one  female 
from  institution  to  guardianship  care. 

Being  found  uiiisuitable  for  further  residence  in  a certified  institution, 
one  female  was  transferred  to  the  County  Mental  Hospital. 

Fifteen  cases  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  IG  years  were  notified  to  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Committee  by  the  Education  Committee  under  Section  2

The  Buckinghamshire  Voluntary  Association  fob  the  Care  of  the 
Mentally  Defective  reports  as  follows. — In  the  care  of  the  mentally 
defective,  much  time  has  had  to  be  spent  in  pioneer  work  to  convince  even 
a small  proportion  of  the  general  public  that  it  is  a subject  of  grave 
importance,  not  only  to  the  present,  but  to  future  generations.  We  feel, 
therefore,  that  as  a Voluntary  Association,  we  have  cause  to  congratulate 
ourselves  on  our  share  in  the  results  achieved  after  a quarter  of  a century 
of  organised  effort. 

There  have  been  many  difficulties  to  overcome,  and  in  particular 
progress  has  been  hampered  by  the  want  of  means  for  housing  defectives, 
a problem  which  has,  however,  now  been  relieved  for  a time  by  the 
completion  of  the  first  instalment  of  the  extensions  at  the  Borocourt  Joint 
Institution,  which  should  greatly  facilitate  the  work  in  future. 

We  would  here  refer  to  our  report  of  April,  1931,  in  which  the  opinion 
was  expressed  that  we  should  be  nearing  that  point  when  an  annual  decline 
in  the  new  cases  ascertained  might  reasonably  be  expected.  It  is  believed 
that,  but  for  the  migration  of  families  into  the  County,  especially  in  the 
South,  from  distressed  areas,  bringing  with  them  a number  of  defectives, 
the  peak  of  ascertainment  would  have  been  reached  ere  this.  As  it  is,  the 
total  number  recorded,  under  all  headings,  for  the  past  two  years,  shows 
but  a small  increase.  At  December,  1936  (901),  1937  (911),  1938  (927),  which 
by  a coincidence  is  an  addition  of  thirteen  in  each  year.  By  this  it  is  not 
intended  to  infer  that  there  will  be  no  fresh  cases,  but  it  is  believed  that 
such  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  balanced  l)y  those  written  off  each  year 
through  deaths,  discharges,  or  removals  to  other  areas,  together  with  border 
line  cases  which  make  good  and  are  suspended  from  supervision.  Of  the 
latter  class,  seven  were  removed  from  the  list  of  cases  under  Voluntary 
Supervision  during  the  past  two  years. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  from  the  foregoing  that  provision  of  further 
institutional  accommodation  is  unnecessary.  As  will  be  seen  by  the 
Summary  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  setting  out  the  present  distribution 
of  the  927  cases,  there  is  a total  exceeding  tOO  under  guardianship  and 
supervision  in  their  homes,  all  of  whom  are  potential  institutional  patients. 
Experience  shows  that,  as  parents  grow  older,  and  other  inevitable  causes 
arise  which  render  them  incapable  of  exercising  the  necessary  care  and 
protection,  an  institution  is  the  only  alternative  for  the  majority  of  such 
cases. 
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Coming  to  the  past  year,  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  various  branches 
of  work  undertaken  by  the  Association  have  been  continued  with  success. 
All  cases  under  .supervision  have  been  visited  periodically  by  either  the 
Divisional  Hon.  Secretaries,  the  local  Visitors,  or  the  Secretary.  So  far  as 
is  practicable,  tuition  and  training  is  provided  for  cases  in  their  own  homes, 
the  result  of  which  is  very  encouraging.  Help  has  also  been  rendered  to 
necessitous  cases  by  way  of  grants  for  clothing,  medical  comforts,  Christmas 
e.\tras,  spectacles,  etc.  Wo  were  again  able  to  send  fifteen  defectives  to  the 
seaside  for  a week’s  holiday  last  sumjuer. 

Wo  would  once  more  express  our  gratitude  to  all  those  who  have  so 
kindly  assisted  us  in  the  past,  either  by  referring  or  supervising  cases, 
and  respectfully  solicit  their  future  interest,  by  which  means  alone  can  the 
Committee’s  efforts  be  maintained.

THE  UNMARRIED  MOTHER,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS 
AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Much  of  the  work  of  dealing  with  the  unmarried  mother  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Oxford  Diocesan  Council  for  Moral  Welfare,  and  in  this  county,  local 
voluntary  Committees  are  responsible  for  the  management  of  shelters  at 
Aylesbury  and  Slough. 

Pregnant  single  girld  are  generally  transferred  to  the  Aylesbury  Shelter 
to  which  is  attached  an  excellent  small  maternity  home,  the  Mid-Bucks 
Maternity  Home,  which  also  provides  beds  under  the  County  Council 
Scheme  for  married  mothers. 

During  the  year  1938,  35  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  the 
Aylesbury  Shelter  for  their  confinements.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Infant  Welfare  Centres. — The  total  number  of  centres  is  now  60. 
All  centres  are  managed  by  Voluntary  Committees  and  are  supported 
flnacially  by  annual  contribution  from  the  County  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Tho  total  number  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  who  attended  at  the 
Centres  for  the  first  time  was  2,013,  and  between  the  age  of  1 and  5 years 
628.  The  percentage  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  who  attended  at  a 
cqntre  for  the  first  time  to  the  total  number  of  notified  live  births  was  57.2. 

Tho  total  number  of  attendances  at  all  centres  duriig  the  year  by 
children  under  1 year  of  age  was  28,190,  and  by  children  between  the  ages 
of  1 and  5 years  25,544. 
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Health  Visiting. — The  County  Council  employs  ten  whole-time  Health 
Visitors  ami  by  arrangements  with  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations  is 
qnabled  to  have  the  services  of  80  District  Nurses.  The  number  of  visits 
paid  during  the  year  by  all  Health  Visitors  is  as  follows: — 

(u)  To  expectant  mothers  first  visits  2,110 — total  visits  11,579. 

(5)  To  children  under  1 year  of  age,  first  visits  2,303 — total  visits  12,197. 

(f)  To  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years — total  visits  22,162. 

Ante-Natal  Centues. — At  Lane  End  and  Chesham  where  ante-natal 
sessions  are  held  prior  to  the  ordinary  infant  welfare  sessions  the  work 
continues  to  be  carried  on  satisfactorily.  At  Aylesbury  and  Slough  special 
sessions  are  held  on  premises  owned  or  leased  by  the  County  Council. 

The  total  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  the  clinics  was  402 
(compared  with  553  in  1937),  while  the  total  number  of  attendances  made 
by  such  mothers  was  909. 

102  expectant  mothers  attended  an  ante-natal  clinic,  11.4  per  cent,  of  the 
total  births  notified. 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  ante-natal  visits  paid  by 
district  nurse  midwives  to  their  patients,  the  total  number  for  1938  being 
14,579  as  compared  with  14,770  in  1937. 

Milk  Assistance. — The  demands  upon  this  service  continued  to  grow. 
During  the  year  136  expectant  and  234  nursing  mothers  were  supplied  with 
either  cow’s  milk  or  dried  milk  as  compared  with  88  and  163  mothers 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.  Free  supplies  for  infants  up  to  the  age 
of  five  years  increased  from  146  in  1937  to  288  in  1938.  The  total  number  of 
cases  assisted  during  each  of  the  last  three  years  is  as  follows: — 1936,  274; 
1937,  397;  1938,  658. 

Dental  Treiatment  op  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. — As  reported 
last  year,  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
infants  up  to  five  years  of  age  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  private  dental 
practitioners,  whose  charges  for  the  work  are  based  upon  lines  similar  to  the 
dental  benefit)  provided  by  Approved  Societies  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act.  The  County  Council  bears  one  half  of  the  cost  and  the 
recipient  of  treatment  the  other  half.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  mothers 
and  10  infants  obtained  this  benefit  during  the  year,  a total  of  143  cases 
as  compared  with  122  in  1937. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  teeth  of  many  expectant  mothers  are  in  a 
very  poor  condition,  many  of  the  teeth  having  gone  far  beyond  the  stage 
when  it  is  possible  to  fill  them.  It  is  hoped  that  the  improved  care  of 
the  diet  of  young  infants  and  the  present  excellent  school  dental  service  will 
result  in  much  better  de/ntal  standard  in  the  expectant  mothers  of  the 
future.  Meanwhile  the  present  scheme  of  treatment  does  good  service. 

Maternity  Beds. — Under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
128  cases  were  admitted  in  1938  as  compared  with  142  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  admitted  to  Institutions, 
etc.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Notifiable  Cases. 

Tuberculosis. — The  year  1938  showed  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  from  162  in  1937  to  113.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  the  non-pulmonary  type  from 
36  in  1937  to  39  in  1938. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  as  aganst  4 
in  the  previous  year. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 41  cases  were  notified, 
9 more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.— Eight  notifications  were  received  compared 
with  seven  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis.— Three  cases  were  reported,  compared  with  eight  in  1937. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.— One  case  was  notified,  compared  with  one 
in  1937. 

Enteric  Fever. — Eight  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  7 in  the 
previous  year. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  157  notifications,  against  110  in  the  year  1937. 
Slough  (53),  Wycombe  (25)  and  Bletchley  (11)  were  the  Urban,  Districts, 
and  Eton  (19)  and  Aylesbury  (11)  the  Kural  Districts  with  the  heaviest 
incidence. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Notifications  numbered  651,  compared  with  515  in  1937. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  for  Infant  Welfare  Centre  children 
has  now  been  in  operation  in  this  County  for  approximately  four  years. 

During  1938,  diphtheria  immunisations  were  carried  out  on  263  pre-school 
and  160  school  children  during  the  ordinary  sessions  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres.  The  total  number  of  children*  who  have  been  immunised  in  this 
County  to  the  end  of  1938  is  2,464.  When  a child  attending  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  has  brothers  and  sisters  attending  school  it  has  been 
convenient  to  treat  them  all  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  so  that  in  this 
way  the  whole  family  is  made  immune. 

No  child  is  immunised  unless  one  of  the  parents  sign  a consent  form. 
The  parents  are  given  a certificate  of  immunity  three  months  after  the 
last  injection. 


Nont-Notifiable  Cases. 

Measles.  1,957  children  were  reported  as  suffering  as  compared  with  978 
cases  n the  previous  year.  128  schools  were  'attacked  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  close  four  schools  for  a period.  German  measles  was  responsible 
for  65  ca.ses  compared  with  14  in  1937. 

Chicken-piox  was  responsible  for  870  cases,  as  against  902  in  the  previous 
year.  Mumps  showed  a decrease,  270  children  being  attacked  as  against  393 
in  1937.  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  was  decreased  by  141, 
290  being  attacked.  One  school  was  closed  for  a period. 

With  regard  to  Measles,  it  is  still  very  difficult  to  obtain  immediate 
information  of  the  first  case  arising  in  any  school  and  putting  into  force 
the  short  exclusion  of  those  children  who  have  never  been  attacked.  This 
measure  when  it  can  be  undertaken  at  the  proper  moment  is  extremely 
useful  in  preventing  a general  outbreak.

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CANCER. 

Facilities  available  in,  or  for,  the  area. 

The  Council  have  not  provided  any  special  facilities  in  the  County  for 
the  treatment  of  Cancer,  neither  have  they  entered  into  any  agreement  with 
other  local  authorities  or  voluntary  bodies  for  this  purpose. 

Specialist  surgeons  are  attached  to  the  Voluntary  General  Hospitals  in 
and  serving  the  County  for  cases  referred  by  general  practitioners. 

Lectures,  etc. 

The  special  committee  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  has  set 
up  an  organisation  in  the  County  to  stimulate  the  education  of  the  public 
on  matters  concerning  cancer.  Local  Hon.  Secretaries,  who  in  some  areas 
are  Assistant  County  Medical  OflScers,  have  been  appointed  and  panels  of 
lecturers  have  been  drawn  up. 


PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

DosnciLiABY  Belief  fob  the  Blind. — The  arrangements  for  the  relief 
of  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  by  the  Bucks  Association  for 
the  Blind  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  number  receiving  regular  grants  during  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  were  respectively  148,  142,  149  and  148,  giving  an  average  throughout 
the  year  of  147,  compared  with  131  in  the  year  1937. 

The  amounts  varied  from  1/-  to  30/-  per  week.  A Case  Committee 
reviews  all  cases  once  a quarter. 

In  the  financial  year  ended  31.st  March,  1939,  the  total  of  grants  paid  to 
necessitous  blind  persons  was  £3,303  17s.  2d.,  of  which  £2,650  was  provided 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  remainder  was  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Association. 

From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1939,  the  following  extracts  are  made. 

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  continues  to  increase.  On  31st 
March,  1939,  there  were  397  registered  blind  in  the  County,  an  increase  of 
13  in  the  year.  As  stated  last  year  the  great  majority  are  over  middle  age— 
278  being  over  the  age  of  50  years.  There  are  no  blind  children  in  the 
county  under  the  age  of  one  year.

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Nine  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years  are  undergoing  training  in 
institutions  for  the  blind. 

31 1 persons  are  classed  as  * unemployable.*^  These  are  principally 
elderly  people,  but  there  are  73  who  have  serious  mental  or  physical 
disability  which  prevents  them  from  working,  as  shown  below:—

Five  persons  are  in  homes  for  the  blind,  3 in  mental  hospitals,  and  23 
in  public  assistance  institutions. 

The  approved  Home  Workers  numbered  21  at  the  end  of  March. 
These  Home  Workers  continue  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  London 
Society  for  Teaching  and  Training  the  Blind,  and  the  Home  Teachers  also 
help  by  arranging  Sales  of  Work. 

In  all,  56  blind  are  usefully  employed,  and  seven  are  under  training

Thirteen  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  16  are  in  special  schools  and 
two,  who  are  mentally  defective,  are  in  institutions  suitable  to  their 
conditions. 


The  Association  continues  to  co-operate  with  the  British  Wireless  for 
the  Blind  Fund,  and  assists  in  the  maintenance  of  the  sets.  During  the 
year  £60  8s.  5d.  was  expended  in  providing  new  batteries,  and  for  repairs 
and  replacements  of  parts. 


The  Association  administers  the  relief  of  the  unemployable  blind  and 
their  dependants,  and  the  demands  on  this  service  continue  to  increase, 
entailing  a vast  amount  of  work  on  the  divisional  secretaries  and  almoners. 
In  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  on  the  average  148  persons  in 
receipt  of  regular  relief,  an  increase  of  nine  per  week,  costing  £3,303  17s.  2d. 
compared  with  £2,977  Is.  5d.  in  the  previous  year.  The  relief  is  paid  weekly, 
at  the  homes  of  the  recipients,  and  none  but  those  who  are  engaged  in  the 
work  can  realise  the  sacrifices  made  by  voluntary  workers  in  discharging  this 
valuable  service  to  the  blind  people,  and  the  Committee  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  take  their  part  in  this  work. 


Home  Teacheiis  for  the  Blind. — The  Teachers  carry  out  the 
duties  of  giving  instruction  in  the  homes  of  blind  persons,  in  Braille, 
Moon  and  several  handicrafts.  They  have  also  organised,  in  conjunction 
with  members  of  the  Bucks  Association  for  the  Blind,  tea  parties  and 
entertainments  for  the  blind.  The  total  number  of  visits  paid  was  5,347 
The  following  list  shows  the  number  of  lessons  in  Braille,  Moon  and 
handicrafts  given  during  the  year.

Approved  Home  Workers. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  21 
Approved  Home  Workers  supervised  by  the  London  Society  for  Teaching 
and  Training  the  Blind,  who  also  assist  in  obtaining  orders  and  marketing 
the  goods.  There  are  seven  female  and  one  male  home  worker  employed  in 
knitting,  eight  males  employed  as  basket  makers,  four  males  as  piano-tuners 
and  one  male  as  boot  repairer.  The  County  Council  augments  their  earnings 
on  a flat  rate  of  10/-  per  week. 

In  the  following  statistical  table  of  the  blind  persons  in  the  County  of 
Buckingham  for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1938,  the  figures

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PROVISION  MADE  FOR  CASES  OF  PUERPERAL  FEVER, 
PUERPERAL  PYREXIA  AND  OPHTHALMIA 
NEONATORUM. 


The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  was  9 more  than  the  previous  year;  25  were  from  Urban  areas 
and  16  from  Rural  areas. 

There  were  14  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  as  against  4 in 
the  previous  year. 

An  appreciable  number  of  notifications  of  these  three  conditions  were 
not  re-notified  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations  governing  such  notifications.  Re-notifications  were  received  in 
respect  of  23  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  8 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  among  the  128  maternity 
cases  which  were  maintained  by  the  County  Council  during  1938  at  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  or  Institutions  with  which  arrangements  are  in  force. 

The  returns  received  from  the  Public  Assista,nce  Institutions  in  the 
County  show  that  85  maternity  cases  were  delivered  during  the  year  and  of 
these  one  developed  puerperal  fever. 

The  County  Council  has  arrangements  in  force  for  the  admission  of 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary, 
Oxford,  Northampton  General  Hospital,  Bedford  County  Hospital,  Queen 
Charlotte’s  Isolation  Hospital,  Ravenscourt  Square,  Royal  Berkshire 
Hospital,  and  with  the  London  County  Council  for  the  use  of  the  North- 
Western  Fever  Hospital,  specially  devoted  to  this  type  of  case. 

Twenty-three  cases  of  either  puerperal  fever  or  pyrexia  were  admitted 
to  those  hospitals  during  the  year  and  were  distributed  as  follows : —

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1938  numbered  127. 

Notifications. — 113  notifications  of  pulmonary  and  39  non-pulmonary 
/tuberculosis  were  received.  156  new  cases  were  seen  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  during  the  year. 

The  increase  in  both  notifications  and  deaths  are  to  be  expected  in 
view  of  the  larger  poi)ulation;  in  the  Slough  area  especially  one  has  to  face 
not  only  an  increase  of  population  but  an  increase  drawn  largely  from  areas 
where  unemployment  has  caused  conditions  of  life  which  are  likely  to 
produce  or  to  aggravate  tuberculosis. 

A large  proportion  of  patients  seen  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
were  in  a moderately  or  far  advanced  stage.  This  is  unfortunately  the  usual 
e.xperienco  and  it  jnakes  the  ultimate  outlook  worse;  though  many  of  them 
are  improved  by  sanatorium  treatment,  the  prognosis  is  a fatal  one  in  the 
course  of  two  years  or  less.  Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Sanatorium 
for  such  cases,  but  there  is  one  drawback  to  the  admission  of  such  cases, 
the  increasing  number  of  deaths  at  the  Sanatorium,  which  has  a very 
depressing  effect  on  other  patients.  Under  the  existing  conditions  such  a 
thing  is  inevitable,  but  it  raises  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  policy,  and 
makes  one  think  that  many  such  cases  could  be  treated  in  the  Institution 
Hospitals  in  the  County,  as  what  they  need  most  is  nursing  and  care — 
active  treatment  is  out  of  the  question  in  cases  of  this  type.  The  number 
of  patients  who  are  suffering  from  chronic  advanced  disease,  many  of  them 
having  no  home  to  which  they  can  be  transferred,  has  been  the  cause  of 
delay  in  the  admission  of  more  hopeful  cases. 

There  is  a limit  to  the  number  of  bad  cases  with  which  the  Medical 
and  Nursing  staff  can  deal,  and  some  patients  are  unwilling  to  go  to 
Peppard  to  end  their  days  as  it  is  very  inaccessible  from  some  parts  of 
Bucks  for  the  visits  of  their  relations,  so  that  it  is  sometimes  necessary 
to  find  room  for  these  cases  elsewhere. 

Examination  of  contacts  is  still  unsatisfactory.  There  has  been  a good 
deal  of  discussion  recently  as  to  the  value  of  examining  child  contacts, 
some  holding  that  it  is  only  worth  while  to  deal  with  adults  and  adolescents. 
The  ideal  is  to  examine  them  all,  but  the  easiest  to  get  at  are  the  children 
who  will  often  be  brought  to  the  Clinics  by  a parent;  to  get  hold  of  both 
parents  and  those  of  the  household  who  are  over  school  age  is  usually 
difficult. 

Artificial  pneumothorax  has  been  used  increasingly  and  the  number  of 
refills  at  varying  periods  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Ofiicer,  while  the  tendency  to  employ  some  form  of  surgical 
treatment  in  more  cases  leads  to  longer  periods  of  institutional  treatment, 
which  causes  a larger  number  of  patients  waiting  for  admission.  In  view 
of  this  it  may  be  necessary  to  build  more  accommodation  at  the  Sanatorium 
so  as  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  deterioration  of  patients  waiting  long 
for  a vacancy. 

In  connection  with  this  form  of  treatment  X-Eay  examinations  are  now 
considered  essential,  so  that  for  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases  and  for 
“A.P.”  cases  X-Eay  examinations  become  more  and  more  frequent.  The 
excellent  results  obtained  by  the  Badiographers  at  the  Eoyal  Bucks 
Hospital  and  Wycombe  War  Memorial  Hospital  have  been  of  the  greatest 
assistance,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Hospital  Staffs  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  For  cases  in  the  north  of  the  County  the 
Northampton  Borough  Council  have  kindly  consented  to  their  Tuberculosis 
Officer  making  any  necessary  X-Eay  examination,  and  his  help  has  been 
very  valuable. 
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Shelters  have  been  in  use  where  bedroom  accommodation  in  the  patient’s 
home  is  inadequate  and  at  the  present  time  all  the  shelters  available  are 
occupied;  for  those  not  bedridden  they  are  most  useful,  but  where  constant 
attendance  on  a patient  is  required  they  are  of  doubtful  advantage, 
especially  in  winter  or  bad  weather. 

E.xaminations  of  specimens  of  sputum,  etc.,  are  made  free  of  charge  for 
practitioners  in  the  County.  During  the  year  199  specimens  were  examined, 
in  105  of  which  tubercle  bacilli  were  found,  the  other  391  giving  a negative 
result. 

As  in  recent  years  the  majority  of  cases  of  tubercle  of  bones  and  joints 
have  been  sent  direct  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  only  sees  such  non-pulmonary  forms  as  tuberculous  glands,  with 
occasional  cases  of  peritonitis,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  such  cases  will  get 
fewer  in  proportion  to  the  elimination  of  bovine  sources  of  infection. 

Without  the  goodwill  and  help  of  medical  practitioners  throughout  the 
County  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  into  touch  with  the  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  would  once  more  acknowledge 
with  thanks  their  co-operation.

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TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

For  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  the  Bucks  County  Council  is  a 
participating  authority  in  the  London  and  Homo  Counties  Scheme  for  the 
Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  and  has  the  advantage  of  the  facilities 
provided  at  the  clinics  of  21  large  general  and  special  hospitals  in  London. 

During  1938  the  number  of  new  patients  attending  the  London  Hospitals 
was  181  as  compared  with  163  in  1937.  The  total  attendances  made  were 
3,574  as  compared  with  3,530  for  last  year,  an  increase  of  44  attendances. 

The  number  of  in-patient  days  show  a decrease  from  305  in  1937  to 
236  in  1938. 

At  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  10  new  patients  attended  for  treat- 
ment as  compared  with  4 last  year.  The  total  attendances  made  were  180 
as  against  138  in  1937.  In-patient  days,  35. 

There  were  22  new  patients  in  attendance  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital,  and  the  total  attendances  made  were  385,  as  compared  with  16  and 
358  in  1937.  There  were  78  in-patient  days,  as  against  177  in  the  previous 
year. 

Hostels. 

Ten  patients  from  the  County  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  of 
staying  in  an  hostel. 

Necessitous  cases  and  those  whose  treatment  requires  prolonged 
attendance  are  assisted  by  the  County  Council  in  the  payment  of  their 
railway  fares.  A sum  of  approximately  £290  was  expended  during  1938  in 
providing  this  assistance.
